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EMPLOYEE  COMPENSATION 


Pay  Plan  Revision  Recommended. .The  Committee  on  State 
Employee  Compensation  voted  Aug.  30  to  recommend  a  4  percent  across- 
the-board  pay  increase  for  state  employees  as  well  as  a  .25  percent 
market-based  "catch-up"  pay  increase  for  every  percentage  that  an 
employee's  salary  falls  below  the  midpoint  of  his  or  her  pay  grade.  The 
committee  also  approved  draft  legislation.  The  decision  on  the  pay 
increases  was  made  after  months  of  study  and  after  the  committee 
determined  to  base  the  new  statewide  pay  plan  on  the  market.  The 
committee  had  previously  agreed  to  recommend  that  the  state  adopt  an 
open-range  pay  plan  to  do  away  with  steps  to  allow  greater  administrative 
flexibility  to  move  employees  through  a  pay  range  as  well  as  to  adjust  the 
pay  schedule  according  to  the  market.  The  committee  had  also  voted  to 
recommend  that  the  midpoint  of  each  pay  range  in  the  new  plan  initially  be 
10  percent  below  the  market  salary  but  be  raised  to  5  percent  below  the 
market  within  five  years.

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WESTERN  STATES  LEGISLATIVE 
FORESTRY  TASK  FORCE 

Field  Trip...The  meeting  of  the  Western  States  Legislative  Forestry 
Task  Force  at  Calgary,  Alberta,  on  Sept.  8,  9.  and  10  was  highlighted  by 
an  all-day  field  trip  to  Nakisa,  Kananaskis  Village  and  golf  course  and 
Jumpingground  Demonstration  Forest  (the  site  of  the  Winter  Olympics),  to 
view  vanable  uses  and  devlopment  of  Alberta's  National  Forests.  The  on- 
the-ground  observation  of  timber  harvesting  landscape  management 
activities  and  past  harvesting  activity  including  clear  cutting  of  lodgepole 
pine  and  other  mixed  species  offered  an  in-depth  look  at  the  broad  range 
of  forest  practices  and  activites  of  Alberta's  forestry  program. 

Mission  Statement. ..Purina  a  closing  workshop,  the  task  force 
developed  a  statement  affirming  that  its  mission  is  to: 

promote  forest  policy  decisions  that  will  assure  the  full  productivity 
of  western  forests,  recognizing  the  public's  interest  in  sustainable 
forestry.   This  will  be  accomplished  by: 

"Collecting,  receiving  and  exchanging  forest  information; 

"Providing  a  forum  for  discussion  and  debate;  and 

"Advocating  where  appropriate. 

Next  Meeting  in  Seattle. ..Discussion  on  the  mission  goals  and 
objectives,  forest  economics  and  environment,  with  international 
consequences,  will  be  continued  at  the  meeting  in  Seattle  Nov.  16-18. 
Idaho  will  host  a  meeting  in  March  1991,  and  the  June  1991  meeting  is 
scheduled  in  Eureka,  Calif.,  to  view  redwood  operations.

Topics  Reviewed  Sept.  7. ..At  the  meeting  of  the  Water  Policy 
Committee  meeting  on  Sept.  7,   topics  discussed  were: 

WATER  RESEARCH:  The  Committee  heard  a  follow-up  report  and 
public  comments  on  recommendations  from  the  Interagency  Water 
Research  Policy  Advisory  Board.  The  Board's  recommendations  were 
also  compared  to  those  of  an  EQC  sponsored  1989  study  on  the 
adequacy  of  water  research  in  Montana.  The  Committee  requested  that 
the  staff  prepare  a  substantive  analysis  of  the  Board's  recommendation  for 
the  next  meeting. 

FEDERAL-STATE  WATER  RELATIONS:  The  Committee  heard 
updates  on: 

Development:  an  update  on  the  Tongue  River  Dam;  and  a  report  on 

the  Missouri  River  management  plan; 

Hydro-power:  a  report  on  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  case  F.E.R.C.  v. 

California  (Rock  Creek); 

Reserved  Water  Rights  Compact  Commission:  a  status  report. 

WATER  LEASING:  The  Committee  was  updated  on  water  leasing 
progress  and  reviewed  the  DFWP  DNRC  dratt  Water  Leasing  Study 
Report.  The  Committee  also  heard  a  report  on  the  Board  of  Natural 
Resources'  action  regarding  the  leasing  study.  The  Committee  decided 
that  in  order  to  provide  the  best  information  possible  to  the  legislature,  the 
Committee's  final  report  should  evaluate  the  water  leasing  program  in  the 
context  of  other  existing  and  potential  in-stream  flow  protection  strategies.

WATER  RESERVATIONS  ADMINISTRATION  -  The  Committee 
received  an  update  on  the  Board  of  Natural  Resources'  recommendations 
for  improved  administration  of  water  reservations,  as  well  as  a  status 
report  on  the  reservation  process  on  the  Missouri  and  Columbia  River 
Basins.

Legislative  Proposals  to  Be  Considered. ..Draft  legislation  on  its 
proposed  lump  sum  appropriation  policy  and  formation  of  a  permanent  joint 
committee  on  postsecondary  education  will  be  reviewed  by  the 
Postsecondary  Education  Study  Committee  on  Oct.  12.  The  committee 
will  meet  bnefly  prior  to  its  joint  meeting  with  the  Legislative  Finance 
Committee  to  review  the  proposed  draft  legislation.  Following  the  joint 
meeting,  the  Postsecondary  Education  Study  Committee  will  reconvene  to 
discuss  issues  concerning  the  proposed  lump  sum  policy  and  joint 
committee  formation  and  take  final  action  on  the  proposed  draft  legislation. 


JOINT  SELECT  COMMITTEE 
ON  WORKERS'  COMPENSATION 

Proposals  Requested... During  a  telephone  conference  meeting  on 
Sept.  19,  the  Joint  Select  Committee  on  Workers'  Compensation  decided 
to  invite  two  firms  that  had  responded  affirmatively  to  its  earlier  inquiry  to 
submit  proposals  to  evaluate  the  State  Compensation  Mutual  Insurance 
Fund's  actuanal  reserves  and  incurred  claims.  The  Committee  has 
scheduled  a  telephone  conference  meeting  for  Oct.  2  to  act  on  the 
proposals  received. 
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JOINT  INTERIM  SUBCOMMITTEE 
ON  ADULT  AND  JUVENILE  DETENTION 


Tour  of  Missoula  Jail...The  Subcommittee  on  Adult  and  Juvenile 
Detention  on  Aug.  30  toured  the  Missoula  County  jail  and  held  a  public 
hearing  on  the  need  for  a  new  jail  in  Missoula  and  Ravalli  Counties.  On 
Aug.  31,  the  Subcommittee  held  a  full  day  of  hearings  to  discuss 
legislation  for  possible  recommendation  to  the  1991  Legislature. 

Legislation  Approved. ..The  Subcommittee  reviewed  26  bills  which 
were  requested  by  the  committee  and  gave  preliminary  approval  to  the 
following  bills: 

1)  to  prohibit  placement  of  a  youth  in  need  of  supervision  in  an 
adult  jail  or  secure  detention  facility;  and  to  define  "secure 
detention  facility."  (Approved  6-1) 

2)  to  revise  the  24-hour  statutory  period  for  holding  a  youth  in 
detention  pending  a  probable  cause  hearing;  to  prohibit  the 
detention  of  predispositional  youth  in  an  adult  jail  except  under 
certain  circumstances;  to  allow  a  6-hour  exemption  for  holding 
delinquent  youth  in  jail  for  the  purpose  of  identification, 
processing,  or  transfer  of  the  youth  to  a  shelter  care  or  youth 
detention  facility;  to  provide  other  exceptions  for  the  detention  of 
youths  in  jail  if  they  are  awaiting  a  probable  cause  heahng;  and  to 
clarify  detention  procedures  following  a  probable  cause  hearing. 
(Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

3)  to  prohibit  placement  or  evaluation  of  predispositional  youth  at 
a  state  youth  correctional  facility;  to  eliminate  the  requirement  that 
the  department  of  family  services  provide  additional  youth 
evaluation  programs  to  replace  services  performed  at  state 
institutions;  and  to  clarify  the  responsibility  of  counties  to  pay  the 
cost  of  youth  evaluations  ordered  by  the  court.  (Approved  by 
unanimous  vote) 

4)  to  authorize  the  board  of  crime  control  to  adopt  standards  for 
jails  and  lockups;  and  to  provide  for  implementation  of  standards. 
(Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 
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5)  to  allow  the  use  of  electronic  audio-visual  communication  in 
criminal  arraignments  and  other  proceedings.  (Approved  by 
unanimous  vote) 

6)  to  require  governmental  units  not  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  a  detention  center  to  which  the  governmental  units  are 
presenting  arrested  persons  for  confinement  to  pay  the  governing 
authority  of  the  detention  center  the  confinement  costs  of  the 
inmates  and  the  medical  expenses  of  the  inmates.  (Approved  4-3) 

7)  to  require  sentencing  courts  to  determine  if  inmates  have  the 
ability  to  pay  incarceration  costs;  requiring  sentencing  courts  to 
order  financially  able  inmates  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  their 
incarceration;  and  providing  that  the  funds  collected  from  inmates 
be  used  to  reimburse  the  governmental  entities  liable  for  the 
incarceration  costs  of  inmates.    (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

8)  to  provide  general  relief  medical  assistance  for  qualified 
persons  incarcerated  in  secure  facilities  operated  by  a  local 
authonty.    (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

9)  to  reduce  the  pretrial  jail  population  by  providing  speedier 
resolution  of  court  cases;  providing  for  early  review  and  screening 
of  criminal  court  cases;  imposing  time  limits  for  arraignment  and 
prosecution  of  criminal  cases;  and  expediting  prosecution  of 
defendants  if  they  are  held  in  jail  for  long  periods  of  time. 
(Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

10)  to  remove  imprisonment  as  a  penalty  for  minor  traffic 
offenses.   (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

11)  to  provide  for  garnishment  and  attachment  of  property  for 
persons  who  fail  to  pay  fines  for  minor  traffic  offenses;  eliminating 
incarceration,  in  many  instances,  for  failure  to  pay  such  fines;  and 
allowing  individuals  who  are  unable  to  pay  such  fines  to  perform 
community  service  in  lieu  of  such  payment.  (Approved  by 
unanimous  vote) 

12)  to  allow  home  arrest  in  lieu  of  impnsonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  misdemeanor  offenses.    (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

13)  to  provide  that  mandatory  treatment  for  DUI  offenses  may  be 
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obtained  from  certified  chemical  dependency  counselors. 
(Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

14)  to  authorize  a  judge  to  require  a  person  to  install  an  ignition 
interlock  device  when  convicted  of  driving  under  the  influence  of 
alcohol  or  drugs  or  operating  a  motor  vehicle  while  having  an 
alcohol  concentration  of  0. 1 0  or  more;  directing  the  department  of 
justice  to  require  installation  of  an  ignition  interlock  device  prior  to 
issuance  of  a  restricted  probationary  license  to  a  person  ordered 
by  the  court  to  install  the  device;  and  directing  the  department  of 
justice  to  adopt  rules  providing  for  approval  of  ignition  interlock 
devices.    (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

15)  to  provide  for  the  mandatory  impoundment  of  the  license 
plates  and  vehicle  registration  of  any  vehicle  owned  or  jointly 
owned  by  a  driver  charged  with  driving  under  the  influence  for  the 
third  time  within  five  years  or  a  fourth  or  subsequent  time  within 
ten  years;  to  provide  for  the  impoundment  of  plates  and 
registration  of  any  vehicle  dhven  but  not  owned  by  the  violator 
under  those  circumstances  if  the  vehicle  owner  was  a  passenger 
at  the  time  of  the  violation  and  knew  or  should  have  known  of  the 
revocation;  and  to  allow  for  the  issuance  of  special  license  plates 
for  persons  with  limited  licenses  or  in  cases  where  other  family 
members  require  the  use  of  the  motor  vehicle.   (Approved  4-3) 

16)  to  prohibit  the  detention  of  mentally  ill  persons  in  jail  pending 
a  civil  commitment  hearing;  requiring  sheriffs  and  jail 
administrators  to  screen  and  divert  persons  from  jail  who  appear 
to  be  seriously  mentally  ill;  providing  alternatives  to  the  placement 
of  mentally  ill  persons  in  jail;  requiring  the  department  of 
institutions  to  establish  crisis  intervention  programs;  authorizing 
Medicaid  targeted  case  management  services  for  the  mentally  ill; 
and  requiring  licensed,  pnvate  mental  health  facilities  to  provide  a 
reasonable  volume  of  services  to  persons  unable  to  pay  for  mental 
health  services.   (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

17)  to  establish  a  program  to  provide  state  aid  for  local 
government  jails;  authorizing  state  grants  for  the  construction  of 
regional  jails;  and  requiring  state  reimbursements  for  the  cost  of 
housing  state  pnsoners  in  local  jails.    (Approved  5-2) 

18)  to  impose  an  additional  charge  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
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juvenile  detention  programs  on  each  person  convicted  of  certain 
offenses.    (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

19)  to  authorize  a  permissive  levy  for  local  jail  and  juvenile 
detention  programs;  to  exclude  the  levy  from  the  property  tax 
limitations  of  Initiative  Ivleasure  No.  105;  and  to  allow  imposition  of 
permissive  levies  without  a  vote.    (Approved  by  unanimous  vote) 

20)  to  authorize  local  option  taxes  for  local  correctional  facilities. 
(Approved  4-3) 

• 

21)  to  appropriate  a  portion  of  lottery  proceeds  to  fund  juvenile 
detention  programs;  and  statutonly  appropriating  such  funds. 
(Approved  6-1) 

22)  to  impose  a  surtax  on  licensing  of  video  gambling  machines 
to  fund  juvenile  detention  programs.  (Approved  by  unanimous 
vote) 

Legislation  Referred  to  Subcommittee. .  .The  Subcommittee  referred  the 
following  bills  to  a  subcommittee  to  work  out  differences  relating  to  the 
proposed  draft: 

1 )  to  require  establishment  of  youth  detention  facilities;  authonzing 
counties  to  establish  regional  detention  facilities;  providing  state 
assistance  for  county  detention  services  including  youth  detention 
facilities,  shelter  care,  holdover  services,  and  programs  for  the 
transportation  of  youth  to  regional  detention  facilities;  requiring 
approval  of  local  plans  as  a  condition  of  providing  state  assistance 
for  county  detention  programs;  and  limiting  state  expenditures  for 
county  detention  services. 

2)  to  provide  alternatives  to  incarceration  for  DUI  offenders, 
including  treatment  for  alcoholism  and  placement  in  work  release 
centers. 

Other  Legislation. ..The  Subcommittee  took  no  action  on  the  following 
bills: 

1 )  to  provide  for  seizure  of  motor  vehicles  at  the  time  of  arrest  for 
a  repeat  DUI  offense,  if  the  arrestee  has  pnor  convictions  for  DUI 
and  is  driving  with  a  suspended  or  revoked  license;  and  providing 
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for  forfeiture  of  such  vehicles. 

2)  to  allocate  formula  grant  funds  received  under  the  federal 
Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  Act  for  programs  to 
achieve  compliance  with  section  223(a)(14)  of  the  federal  Act. 

Next  meeting...  The  Subcommittee  will  meet  Oct.  12-13  in  Helena  to 
make  final  recommendations  for  legislation  to  be  presented  to  the  1991 
Legislature.  Included  on  the  agenda  is  testimony  from  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  concerning  proposed 
legislation  to  eliminate  detention  of  juveniles  in  adult  jails. 

JOINT  INTERIM  SUBCOMMITTEE 
ON  MARKETING  OF  MOTOR  FUELS 

Legislative  Proposals  to  Be  Decided. ..The  Joint  Interim  Subcommittee 
on  f\/larketing  of  Motor  Fuels  will  meet  at  10  a.m.  Thursday,  Oct.  4,  in 
Room  104  of  the  Capitol.  In  addition  to  heahng  a  statement  on  the 
Department  of  Commerce's  role  in  enforcement  of  consumer  protection 
laws,  the  Committee  will  receive  for  final  review  revised  versions  of  bills 
submitted  by  the  staff  at  the  Aug.  9  meeting.  The  bills  are  LC  36,  which 
defines  and  prohibits  below  cost  sale  of  motor  fuel,  and  LC  39,  which 
establishes  a  state  version  of  the  federal  Robinson-Patman  act  to  prohibit 
price  discrimination. 


LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL 

LEGAL  DIVISION: 

Bill  Drafting... The  Legislative  Council  has  received  112  bill  drafting 
requests  as  of  Sept.  24.  The  Legislative  Council  has  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  law  school  to  have  selected  students  draft  bills.  The 
Council  had  a  similar  contract  with  the  law  school  last  session  on  a  pilot 
project  basis.  The  students  are  supervised  by  Professor  Brenda  Desmond 
who  formerly  worked  for  the  Council.  The  project  is  intended  to  benefit 
both  the  Legislature  and  the  students. 

Annotations.. -The  fourth  and  final  shipment  of  annotations  will  be  sent 
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to  printer  in  early  October.  Every  title  of  annotations  is  updated  dunng  the 
interinn.  This  will  mark  the  earliest  date  that  the  update  has  been 
completed.  The  completion  of  this  project  will  allow  more  timely  attention 
to  bill  drafting.

REVENUE  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE 

Meetinc  Scheduled  Nov.  16. ..The  Revenue  Oversight  Committee  will 
meet  Fnday,  Nov.  16,  in  Room  104  of  the  Capitol.  Topics  on  the  agenda 
include  public  and  trade  association  testimony  on  assumptions  used  for 
revenue  forecasting;  a  report  on  revenue  potential  from  a  sales  tax;  and 
reports  from  Committee  staff,  Legislative  Fiscal  Analyst,  and  the 
Department  of  Revenue  concerning  the  "flat"  taxes  on  coal,  oil,  and 
natural  gas  production. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  ACCOUNTABILITY 
AND  QUALITY  IN  EDUCATION 

Work  Completed. ..At  the  Committee  on  Accountability  and  Quality  in 
Education's  final  meeting  Sept.  7,  the  topic  was  the  definition  of  a  basic 
system  of  quality  education.  Staff  presented  a  report  on  previous  attempts 
in  Montana  to  define  a  basic  system  and  work  in  other  states  on  this  issue. 
In  the  report,  two  questions  were  asked:  What  is  the  purpose  of  defining 
a  basic  system  of  education?  Is  there  a  need  for  a  definition?  Issues 
raised  in  answering  these  questions  included  the  legitimacy  of  defining  a 
basic  system  of  education  for  purely  financial  reasons,  the  possibility  of  the 
Legislature  to  revise  the  definition  every  two  years,  the  uncertainty  of 
funding  if  the  definition  is  frequently  revised,  the  recent  implementation  of 
a  new  funding  formula,  and  the  role  of  the  Legislature  in  education  policy- 
making. 

Public  witnesses  urged  the  committee  to  not  adopt  a  definition 
because  such  a  definition  is  unworkable.  Some  of  the  arguments 
included: 

--  a  single  definition  is  impossible  because  of  distnct  diversity; 
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--  a  definition  could  preclude  development  of  innovative  programs; 

-  a  legislative  definition  would  besubject  to  frequent  revision; 

--  a  definition  could  be  altered  according  to  availability  of  funding;  and 
--  a  definition  could  limit  local  flexibility. 

The  committee  decided  not  to  adopt  a  definition  of  a  basic  system  of 
education  for  the  following  reasons: 

-  the  current  accreditation  standards  are  still  in  state  of  flux; 

--  the  report  of  Commission  on  Higher  Education  in  the  90s  may  have 
implications  for  K-12  education; 

-  no  determination  of  reason  for  definition:  philosophy  or  funding; 

--  education  is  changing  and  need  to  keep  system  open  and  flexible; 
and 

--  the  new  school  funding  formula  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage.

OF  THE  MONTANA  LEGISLj\TURE

Eighth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Joseph  Toole,  May  26,  1903:  to 
consider  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition. 

Eighth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Joseph  Toole,  Dec.  1-11,  1903:  to 
consider  labor  disputes,  mining  litigation,  district  judges. 

Eleventh  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Edwin  Norris,  Dec.  27-30,  1909: 
to  approve  additional  bonds  for  construction  of  Capitol  wings; 
appropriation    for    Publicity     Department    of    Department    of 
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Agriculture,  Labor,  and  Industry. 

Fifteenth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Sam  Stewart,  Feb.  14-25,  1918: 
to  consider  seed  grain  law;  to  protect  soldiers'  and  sailors'  rights 
in  their  absence;  state  council  of  defense  and  state  honne  guard; 
to  enact  legislation  to  punish  treasonable,  seditious  and  disloyal 
utterances  and  acts. 

Seventeenth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Joseph  Dixon,  March  5-22, 
1921:  tuberculosis  sanitanum,  tax  collection  system,  school 
funding,  inheritance  tax. 

Eighteenth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Joseph  Dixon,  Jan.  22-29, 
1924:  legislative  appropnations  null  and  void  due  to  Supreme 
Court  decision  on  gubernatorial  veto. 

Twenty-Third  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Frank  Cooney,  Nov. 27, 
1933-Jan.  19,  1934:  depression  and  federal  programs  for  relief 
and  recovery;  impeachment  brought  against  Governor  and 
Secretary  of  State. 

Fortieth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Tim  Babcock,  March  3-18,  1967: 
miscellaneous  appropnations. 

Forty-First  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Forrest  Anderson,  March  10-19, 
1969:  supplemental  appropriation. 

Forty-Second  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Forrest  Anderson,  March  8- 
April  3,  1971:  long-range  building  program;  sales  tax 
appropriations. 

Forty-second  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Forrest  Anderson,  June  7-25, 
1971:  continuation  of  topics  from  previous  special  session. 

Forty-Third  Legislature,  called  by  the  Legislature,  March  12-24,  1973: 
to  finish  work  of  the  regular  session. 

Forty-Fourth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Thomas  L.  Judge,  Aug.  4, 
1975:  six-mill  levy  for  University  System. 

Forty-Seventh  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Ted  Schwinden,  Nov.  16-24, 
1981:  appropnation  of  federal  block  grant  funds. 
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Forty-seventh  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Ted  Schwinden,  June  21-26, 
1 982:  problems  at  Montana  State  Prison  and  in  adult  corrections 
programs. 

Forty-Eighth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Ted  Schwinden,  Dec.  12-17, 
1983:  Veterans'  and  Disabled  Civilians'  Law. 

Forty-Ninth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Ted  Schwinden,  June  28, 
1 985:  to  correct  action  on  vehicle  fees. 

Forty-Ninth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Ted  Schwinden,  March  24-29, 
1986:  liability  limits,  revenue  bonds,  special  elections,  economic 
assistance. 

Forty-Ninth  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Ted  Schwinden,  June  16- July 
1,  1986:  state  appropriations  and  budget  changes;  taxes  on  fuels 
and  regulated  utilities. 

Fifty-First  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Stan  Stephens,  June  19- July  14, 
1989:  education  equalization;  matters  related  to  academic  and 
fiscal  accountability  in  public  education  system,  elementary  and 
secondary;  reducing  and  reforming  income  taxes  and  property 
taxes;  referring  constitutional  amendments  to  the  people  to  limit 
the  growth  of  state  spending  and  to  require  a  vote  of  the  people 
on  proposed  increases  in  a  statewide  sales  tax;  addressing  new 
and  ongoing  revenue  sources  to  replace  part  of  property  taxes  in 
the  funding  of  public  elementary  and  secondary  education; 
consider  office  hours  for  cities  and  towns;  disbanding  of  litigation 
bureau  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  transfer  to  the 
Justice  Department;  revise  law  on  taxation  of  retirement  income. 

Fifty-First  Legislature,  called  by  Gov.  Stan  Stephens,  May  21-25, 
1990:  correcting  exemptions  on  natural  gas  production 
erroneously  allowed  during  the  June  1 989  special  session  for  flat 
rate  for  local  government  severance  tax;  revised  Workers' 
Compensation;  prison  construction  issues.
